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1) Charles Spurgeon once visited the Church of one of 
his students. When he arrived he noticed on top of the 
Church a weather vane inscribed with the words "God Is 
Love." Spurgeon looked at the young pastor and asked, 
"Do you mean to imply that God's love changes like the 
wind?" The young pastor quickly replied, "Oh, no, 
that's not the message at all. The message is that God 
loves no matter which way the wind is blowing."

4) ...Barns described this word as meaning: great anxiety 
and distress of mind, such as arises when a man does not 
know where to turn himself, or what to do for relief. 

5) Corrie Ten Boom was at the Nazi death camp 
Ravensbruck where roll call came at 4:30 every morning. 
Most mornings were cold, and sometimes the women 
would be forced to stand without moving for hours in the 
bone-chilling pre-dawn darkness. Nearby were the 
punishment barracks where all day and far into the night 
would come the sounds of cruelty: blows landing in 
regular rhythm and screams keeping pace. But Corrie and 
her sister Betsie had a Bible, and at every opportunity 
they would gather the women together like orphans 
around a blazing fire, and read Romans 8:35 Who shall 
separate us from the love of Christ? shall tribulation, or 
distress, or persecution, or famine, or nakedness, or peril, 
or sword?... In all things we are more than conquerors 
through Him who loved us." Corrie later said: I would look 
about us as Betsie read, watching the light leap from face 
to face. More than conquerors. It was not a wish. It was a 
fact. We knew it, we experienced it minute by minute in 
an ever widening circle of help and hope. 

6) ...of Gethsemane, the persecution of Pilot's hall, the 
famine and nakedness of the crucifixion tortures and the 
death on the cross itself. 


1) ...Yet we will not utterly be defeated! Christ on the cross 
and 2 days in the tomb seemed defeated, yet victory was 
a guarantee on the third day!

2) 1 Peter 5:8 Be sober, be vigilant; because your adversary 
the devil, as a roaring lion, walketh about, seeking whom 
he may devour: 

3) Revelation 20:10 And the devil that deceived them was 
cast into the lake of fire and brimstone, where the beast 
and the false prophet are, and shall be tormented day 
and night for ever and ever. 

4) Galatians 5:17 For the flesh lusteth against the Spirit, and 
the Spirit against the flesh: and these are contrary the 
one to the other: so that ye cannot do the things that ye 
would. 

5) ...more than conquerors through him that loved us. 
Proverbs 24:16 For a just man falleth seven times, and 
riseth up again: but the wicked shall fall into mischief. 
Ultimate victory for the child of God is unavoidable. 

6) 2 Corinthians 11:23-27 ...in labours more abundant, in 
stripes above measure, in prisons more frequent, in 
deaths oft. Of the Jews five times received I forty stripes 
save one. Thrice was I beaten with rods, once was I 
stoned, thrice I suffered shipwreck, a night and a day I 
have been in the deep; In journeyings often, in perils of 
waters, in perils of robbers, in perils by mine own 
countrymen, in perils by the heathen, in perils in the city, 
in perils in the wilderness, in perils in the sea, in perils 
among false brethren; In weariness and painfulness, in 
watchings often, in hunger and thirst, in fastings often, in 
cold and nakedness. 
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1) ...love of God now or in eternity. Ever heard folks say "I 
couldn't go to Hell if I wanted to." I'm not to crazy about 
that phrase, but that seems to be what is indicated in 
these last two verses. Nothing will utterly cut me off from 
the love of God! 


2) Tom Hayes said "Somebody said "Well, if the Devil had 
his way, we'd all be in hell." But he can't have his way!" 


3) ...demons in this universe to keep me out of heaven. Then 
in verse 39 Paul just sums it up and there is no other 
creature that he may not even know of that can separate 
us from the love of God. 


4) A pastor asked a man over ninety years of age, "My dear 
aged friend, do you love Jesus?" His deeply-furrowed face 
was lit up with a smile that sixty-seven years of 
discipleship had imparted, and, grasping the hand of his 
pastor with both of his, said: "Oh! I can tell you 
something better than that." The pastor asked, "What is 
that?" "Oh Sir!" he said, "He loves me." 
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
